F theworke in hand is a funerall, the 

partie deceaſed worthy Samwel; 
the mourners, all Ifrael; the place 
of buriall, his owne houſe at Ra- 
mah. The whole paſſage penned, 
ET 5 either by Gad, or Nathan (as it 
l ſhould ſeeme by the Chronicles)at 
Gods appoimrment;whoſe eye tollowes euery mourner here, 
and therefore it behoues vs to follow his yoyce with our 
beſt atremtions, For my owne part, I am very ſenſible of the 
difficulties I now ſuſtaine : for the ſubie& of onr difcourle, 
Sanmels funeral is enough ro aſtonith any Iiraelite;for mar- 
tex,it is not cafie to ſay, what will be moſt expediently ſaid ; 
and for manner wee have things, almoſt incompattbleto re= 
concile, plaineneſſe and bricteneſſe in the fame ſpeech:the 
text giues ſome aduantage by its plainenefſe and fulnefle,

istaken from the decree of God \Its a {tatute enacted in that 
highelt Court, the yoyce of heaucn, that man ſhould once 
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dic: this ſtatute we reade in Pax; ninth to his Hebrews, and 
in the entrance into Gods booke ; which as it was laid vpon 
mankind in A4am,ſo hath it cuer hitherto, an4 ſhall hereaf- 
ter for cuermore lay hold on his pofteritie. No man as yer 
hath breathed, bur & hath had his death or tranſlation : no 
man is yet to come, but hemuſt {ee either dearh,or an altera- 
tion; {o hath heauen concluded it, and who can poſlibly re- 
uerte it? X | 

The ſecond is taken from the matter whereof all men are 
made; the Scripture compares man to a houſe, whof# toun- 
dation is laied inthe duſt, whoſe walles are made of clay,the 
whole is but a tabernacle,and that of earth, and that of mans 
buildng,as Pal (after [ob)rels vs:this is the eſtate of man,of 
allmen; ſome are more painted then ſome, bur all earthen 
veſſels; ſome more cleare then ſome, bur all glaſſes; all buile 
of earth, all borng of women, and theretore all ſhort of conti- 
nuance, as /ob inferres. 

The third is taken from the proper cauſe of death, Sinwe : 
finne is poyſon tothe ſpirits, rortenn$s to the bones where it 
comes; and where doth it not come ? who can ſay, his heart 
15 cleane? Nay,who can waſh eicher heart or hand ? John 
anſwers the queſtion negatively,no man can acquit himſelte 
from fnne/tk growne)either actual or original ; and there- 
fore not from.death. Shall wee then ſumme vp all, and con- 
clude all vnder death with the ſame breath : thus it Rands; Tt 
1s impoſſible for any luing wight to fruſtrate the voyce and 
ſentence of God,to be a man on earth, and not to haue a bo- 
dy of carth ; to be borne of the vncleane, and not ro bee yn- 
cleane ; therefore irs impoſſible for him toauoide death. In- 
deed had Chriſt vndertaken our freedome from all deaths,as 
well as from fome; or were there any power,counfell, &c,.2- 
gainſt the Lord ; or could any place priuiledge any from be- 
ing borne of women,or made of duſt, or tated with fine, 
thenſuch might conteſt with death, and impleade corrupti- 
on : but fith the former is impoſſible, the latter muſt be dee- 
med vnauoidable. And theretore now whar's to be done? 

Surely as men that muſt trauell, ſtand not to diſpute, but 
arme themſiclues for all weather : ſo muſt we ; die wee muſt, 
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Samuel; Funeral. C) 
that's alreadie concluded; young and pqpns and bad, &c, 


Whatloeuer wee bee now, wee muſt bee dead anon, ſo faich 
God; let vs ſay the ſame,and prepare for it; nay, let'snot ſay 
it, but chink it;nay,not think it, but conclude it with greate(t 
athrmations : you will thinke ftrange (perheps) my paines 
in this kind, whilelt Iperſwadea morrtalitie ; but the argu. 
ment is both needfull and vſetull; needfull in regard of our 
inlufticiencieto afſume, and vnwillingnefle to apprehend 
death in our lelues : for howſoeuer wee can all fay in the ge- 
nerall,we are mortall, nothing ſo ſuer as death; yer when it 
comes to our owne particular, we dreame of an immorrtalitie 
in nature, we neuer {et any bounds to life, we do notreſolute- 
ly conclude,I mult dic apes. may inftantly, this day may 
be the laſt that I ſhal {ce,this howee the laſt that T ſhal ſpend, 
this word the laſt that I ſhall ſpeake,this deed the laſt that 1 
{hall performe,this place the laſt that I ſhall breathe in; and 
{oliue by the day, by the howergbut whe we enter the how- 
er,the cldeſt of vs thinks to end it, nay the day,nay the week, 
nay the yere. Hence the molt haue a yeeres work ro do, when 
they haue not an howers {pace toliue ; necedefull then it is ro 
force this meditation of death vpon our harts:and as needtul, 
ſo moſt victul; this will mind vs of the wofulnes of fin, which

in the {oule to, Oh that we could ſee it ! In our friends fick- 
neſlces we haue been medicined,in priuate diftreſſes launced, 
bur in the loſle of publike perſons the Lord proceedsto bur- 
ning.

Forthe 
ſolemnity of the Funerall, it is ſuch as.argues 1{racls loue,and 
Samuels worth,they doe him all thz honour that is poſſible. a 
Firlt,(Ifrael) thefirlt borne of men, the glory of the world 
comes to the Funeral,(all Itrael)all at once in the ſameplace; 
they come from far,they come vypon the wings of the wind, 
they come{to lament)al mourners:they come(to buric him) 
tobury him in his owne towne, (at his owne houſe); what 
can be done more in Samwaels honour] ? To bee buricdis an 
honour, buried in ones owne countrey much, in hifowne 
placc more; but to bee. ſo buried as Samrel was, in ſuch a 
place, by ſuch a people, with ſo many teares, ſo great a ſ{o- 
lemniry, this is Samuels happineſle, and the Saints honour.

Semblably inthe dayes of life, impictie hath the hand: after 

death the difference is as much betweene Saul and .Sarrel, 

Toaſh and Ithos {ah,as beiwixt the Faulcon and Capon, Hauke 

and Hen.

Next for the godl 
triends,thcy haue wherin to comfort themiclues, for wks 
2 holy life emprics it {clfe 1019 an honourable death, Arrue 
Chriltian may trauell i. life vnder troubles and contemprts: 
but marke his end, and you ſhall find(as peace, to) honour. 
When he is vuned,a true and honourable funcrall is ſolemn 
nized : cuen mourne not inthe face,bur in the heart; reſpeR 
himnotin ſhew,burt in truth; their coſciences reverence him, 
their ſoules find a nwfle of him: the Angels of heauen man 
him in a goodly craine to heauen, the Saints on earth fol 
low him with greatelt afteQions to his graue:. ſeuen,nay 
thrice {euen yeeres atrcr the funcrall he is not forgotten. Thus 
are the men whom the great King loues honoured : if any of 
ours have performed tuck a life, that he hath-attained ro fich 
a death,there is no place tor repining. If God lay Aarons 
ſonnes,ke muſt be tilent : It he honour ours, ſhall we mur- 
mur? Whar,ſhall Berhx-/part with a daughter; Laban with 
a fiſter for an /ſacks ſake ? Shall Barz///z1in his age part with 
his ſtaffe, his ſonne, when he is to liuc in D4r14s Court?Shall 
men and women beare with patience the ablcnce of deareſt 
friends, when it is for their outward preferment ; and when 


. Chriſt would marry a child, preterre a triend,aduance our ac- 


uaintance,ſhould wee ftand oft ? No : if this. bee the worlt 
x66 death can doe to the gudly,to firip him of his raggs,and 
clothe him with robes; tofree him from all contemprs, and 
offeſle him of greateſt honours; to rececme him from all 
DES nd tro crowne him with gloric inthe harrs, mouthes, 
conſciences of men, 1n the tace of heauen and earth ; lets ne- 
uer frowne vpon fricads departure,bur rathet tee(if poſſible) 
the meſſenger of this good ridings, aad bleſic the Lord for 
our aduicemctsin thus. Iaueed(beloued) we Weep tOO talk, 
when tcares denie h19ht of mercies : in the death of Samuel 
there is £21ne to him, as well as lofſc to vs, both ſhould be re= 
membrcd, 1] know*many preſent {cahible ofthe one,] ſhall 
be wrongfullro conceale the 6ther. Truth it is,theteis fallen 
n great man in Icael; Bur how tallen? like Abner vpon a vio- 
| lear 
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lent hand ? or died he like a foole ? Was he ynſenſGble of his 

eftace ? Were his hands, his mouth, his heart tied > Was his 

end without honour ? No brethren, he died in a full and ripe 

age, when the Lord had made the moſt of his life;hedied in 

peace, he died with hopes of life in his heart, with words of 

grace in his hpps,and his Sunne did fer in the higheſt point, Yt eſſe Phebj 
in greatelt brightneſſe: time, place, manner, company, men, #412 /umen 
Angels, God, and allconſpired together to lk __ -ma_ 
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im all ho- 4, 
nour in his death, Blefſe che God of all ſpiries for this,all ye 
that are interefled in the ſame profeſſion and reli gion. Bleſle 
the Lord for this, that hee ſo died, in ſuch a place, in ſuch a 
time,inſuch a fort,as the diucll hath recciued a foile,and reli- 
gion grace and honour byit. And <hus Ifracl hath done his 
part in mourning,in burying Samuel at his houſe in Ramah., 
Now where is Da#ia?ſoone after Samels death, you find 
him in the Wildernefle of Paran ; and this clauſe is like a 
corner ſtone, of double vſe,it cloſes one courſe and begin- 
neth another. This Paran was a Wilderneſſe,vaſt and feare- 
fult,mountenous and rockie, hither Dax:d eftſoones repai- 
red,when by Sex he was perſecuted : But why at this time? 
truely now hee hath fewer friends then before. Sammrelhee 
much vſed before;as the toric ſheweth vs : but now Samxc/ 
is gone. Now againe hee hath more enemies then before; 
Saul will be more bitter, falſe friends will bee true enemies ; 
yea now Ramahs refuge (perhaps) will wan perſecutours, 
and Sammelslonnes as hhke to hurt as harbour him; ſo that ic 
is time for Dad ro flie, I ſhould doc you the greateſt 
wrong to purſue my meditations at large, giue me leaue to 
mind you of my thoughts, and I will fauour your vatience. 
Whar a ſhame is it for Ifracl, for Ramah, for Szmnc/rhouſe, 
that when the Old man is gone, Damid dare flay no longer 
amongſt them? O what a ſhamefull change is this | what a 
blemiſh to Samrets ſucceſſors, to'all the Countrie ! you that 
be in Iſrael furuiuing Samwel, take vnto you theheart, ſpi- 
ric, courage of Samuel; when perfecured Dawid comes vnto 
u for fuccour,driue him not into the Wilderneſſe; and let 
the friends of Same! continue the life of Samuel in their 


houſes and behamtours. Ramah was a Cicie of cefuge for di-

ſreſſed perſons,an habitation for the Leuites,a Colledge for 
the Prophets,thither Dawid was euer welcome; for Dauidto

: be waſhedout. But Inge. on)feares Dazid more now 

then before? goodreaſon, Sal and all like Saul will now 
ſhew themſelues, and turne the inſide outward. Samuel; 
death is ewice mentioned, and cither time a ſhrewd pranke 
of Sarls: firſt, hee perſecutes Dara, as here : ſecondly,hee 
runnes to Witches, 1.Sam. 28. 3,7. In Sammels lite-time * 
Witches went downe : but when Samuel was dead,Saulcan 
reliſh ſorcerie well enough. Thus the thoughts of many 
hearts will be diſcouered vpon a Samwels death;let Jehoradah 
be buried,and. /oaſh will come to his bent againe, Let Salo- 
mos head be once laid, good men, wife men, afathers friends 
will be negleRed;greene heads,worthleſſeperſons ſhall bee 
entertained Reb would not haue doneſo in Salomons | 
dayes; but he is dead. Looketo it, looke to it(my brethren) 
all yee that haue profeſſed loue, zeale, religion in Samwels 
daies,that now you ſhew not Sazls ſpirit; be ſetled, be reſo» 
ture ſtill for God, forthe Word, tor profeſſion, fith the pre- 
cept and the promilſe,and thepromiler,and heauen promiſed 
tands as they did. Itnow any of you ſhall ſteale from God, 
and flieto the enemie;ſhal giue ouer his profeſſion, and turne 
perfecutor,ſcoffer,&c; hee proclaimes his owne hypocriſie: 
God from heauen proclaimes kim a traitor, and will follow 
him with a crying conrence,andreftleſſe heart, ill be hath laid 
king as lyw as hell. But whither flew Damid? a poore refuge 
he bath yer ſome; though Saxxelbe dead, yethe hath a ſhel- 
ter ſuch as it is; Nawids life hangs not wholly vpon Samncls, 
The ſinners of Sion now opened vpon him, and followed 
him with full crie, Now his friend is gone, now his God is 
dead, now wee will dee ypon him,&c; 'Vpon him ! fooliſh 
men, his God dead! Daxzds God les, though Samncl bee 
dead, His friend he hath loſt indeede, but not his father ; hee « 
muſt no more to Ramah, but in Paran thcre be rockes,hou- 
les;in heauen there 1s arocke that will neuer faile : bleſſed be 
the Lord tor this comfort; when the diuel rores, and the wic- 
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ked rage,his Daxids are carried ypon wings into the wilder- 
neſſe, where they find a place. What ſhall I ſay more ; Sa- 
mzuel goeth to heauen, Daxid4 muſt abroad, both muſt from 
Ramah:ſce whht death can doe,it maketh a diuorce betwixt 
deareſt friends. What of that? Therefore truſt not in friends, 
therefore dote not vpon friends;thercfore ca!l vpon friends 
whileſt preſent, and ſay, this child muſt ceaſe to be my child, 
this father to be my father, &c; wemuſt beto one another, 
as if we had neuer been with one another; and therefore 
thinke of a departure. Therefore(inthe ſecond place) make 
ſure Gods loue,get him to be thy friend, and that friendſhip 
isimpregnable. Children thou maift looſe,and wife,and pa- 
rents,and friends; death can {weepe away theſe:butthy God 
thou canſt never looſe,if once at league with him;come what 
will come, he will beeuer for thee,cuer with thee;it in priſon, 
he will be there; if in exile,there; if in the ſeas,there; where 
thou art with prayers,he will be with comforts. And therfore 
ifa ſeruant,get this Maſter;if a child,this Father; if a widow, 
this Husband; and then though all friends die, yet thou ſhalt 
live ſo long as the heauens laſt, and Chriſt Iefus liues ; and 
live in peace,and dic in hope,and riſe with ioy, and reigne in 
lorie. 

Thus Iſrael and we haue brought two Sammels(theirs and 
ours)to their lodging; both fairhfull in their places, honoura. 
ble in their deaths ; both ſo nearein 2greemear, thatin the 
ſtorie of the one, you may reade the life of the other. My 
Text here ends it ſelte, and proccedes no lower into a parti-, 
cular commendation of Samzurch;and therefore it I follow my 
Text,rather then the times, it wil! not be offenfiue. Indeede 
Samnszlis like to ſuch fruit as is ripe,and good whenit is ga- 
thered,yer berter if it lie a while : let him haue a time of mel- 
lowing, now hee is gathered ; and his owne worth and our 
want,will ſet hum farre beyond all verball prailes. In the 

meane, lets turne our ſelues from praiſing man,to praiſe 

that God,to whom the praiſe of all that is praile- 
worthie is only due,&c.
